Deer Creek has always been a 
favorite for Wasatch Front fisher- 
men, as it is close to the front, and 
provides a wide variety of fishing. 
Large mouth bass and yellow 
perch are among the different 
species that can be caught. Many 
of the fishermen found Brown and 
Rainbow. There were eyen some 
albino trout caught.
